At the organizational and plan­ 
ning meeting of the agricultural 
committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce,

the Rustic Rock Inn there was 
such a large attendance that, af­ 
ter dinner. The group had to move 
into a larger room to continue 
its work. 
Jam es M. Bcaird, manager of 
the Chamber of Commerce, acted 
as master of ceremonies and, af­ 
ter introducing Fred Steward, the 
president, for a few words of wel­ 
come, Beaird announced the meet­ 
ing had been called because the 
Chamber of Commerce felt there 
was a need to expand its agri­ 
cultural activities this year. The 
projects conducted in 1955 were 
well received and, he believed, 
successful, but to better serve the 
farming interests it was felt that 
additional projects should be, if 
possible, plahned and 
conducted 
this year. Beaird divided the group 
into six smaller groups with each 
taking one of the divisions of 
the departm ent to work out a 
program of activities for 1956. 
If the recommendations of the 
various small committees are ap­ 
proved and carried out not only 
will there be some changes in 
cxisiting pi’ojects, but new p ro j­ 
ects of special interest to the ag­ 
ricultural interests will be added 
to the Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
program this year. 
Corn Club 
The long established 100-bush­ 
el Corn Club, it was suggested, 
should be changed to a 125-bush- 
el Corn Club with some revision 
of the rules. It was pointed out 
that the incentive provided by 
the 100-Bushel plan has worked 
so w'ell that raisers of 100-bushel 
yields have become almost corn­ 


in , anplace in this four county ar­ 
ea. It was also suggested that it 
might be a good idea to increase 
the acreage on which the yield 
should be tared. 
The 40-bushel Wheat Club, al­ 
so well established, it was sug­ 
gested should also undergo a re­ 
vision of the requirem ents for 
entry. More emphasis on prep­ 
aration with all entries to be in 
at least by April I, plus a wider 
publicity program throughout the 
counties would be helpful, it was 
believed. It was also suggested 
that larger acreage should be judg­ 
ed and that perhaps the bushel 
requirem ent should be increased. 
After a contestant has won one 
year, it was suggested that pos­ 
sibly his, or her, requirements 
should be raised. 
The committee considering cot­ 
ton, reported it believed it is pos­ 
sible a 2-Bale Cotton^ Club could 
be successfully conducted

vided a satisfactory method of 
judging can be devised.

But, prepared or not, the state 
officer gave an interesting talk 
on the operations of his depart­ 
ment in the State Division of 
Health, although the time limita­ 
tion allowed him to only touch 
briefly on any subject. 
Inspection and 
regulation of 
restaurants and other places serv­ 
ing food; checking bus stations for 
cleanliness and sanitation; slaugh­ 
ter houses and poultry places — 
all come under the jurisdiction of 
his department, he said. In addi 
tion, th ey jn sp ect hotels, motels, 
and boarding houses to insure 
sanitary conditions for the travel­ 
ing public. Bakeries are checked 
to make sure they proporely la 
bel their products and produce 
them according to requirements. 
In fact, anything and everything 
that might have a bearing on pub­ 
lic health is carefully and regu­ 
larly scrutinized. If the places 
inspected pass, fine. If they fail 
to meet the rather rigid require­ 
ments, they are warned and if 
they still continue to fall short of 
requirements, they can, and of 
ten are, ordered to close up. 
Plummer said it is regrettable 
that the Sikeston city council has 
neglected to pass a standard milk 
ordinance as requested by 
the 
State Division of Health. It has 
proved beneficial everywhere it 
has been put in operation, he said 
and it should be especially good 
here, as Sikeston is fortunate in 
having one of the finest milk pro­ 
cessing plants anywhere 
in the 
state.

The Scripture selection for our 
lesson tells about the healing of ten 
lepers by Jesus and how they re­ 
sponded to their release from an in­ 
curable disease. In the time of 
Jesus leprosy branded the victims 
as hopelessly ill and made them 
outcasts from society. 
It appears that one of the lepers 
was a Sam aritan, a member of a 
group of people hated and shunned 
by the Jewish people of Palestine. 
Yet this one, who was least expec­ 
ted to show his gratitude, was the 
only one of the ten who thanked 
Jesus for his cleansing. His grati­ 
tude brought him an added bless­ 
ing. 
This is a lesson concerning our 
obligation to acknowledge 
God’s 
mercies; to give thanks for the 
blessings we receive from God; 
to show our gratitude for life and 
for those things 
and conditions 
which make life possible. 
This lesson is, by inference, a 
protest against the common and 
yet terrible sin of ingratitude. It 
costs nothing to be grateful, to say 
thank you, and yet how prevalent 
is the habit—yes, the sin—of refus­ 
ing or failing to do so. 
Perhaps you have heard about 
the kindly farm er who kept the 
unknown and penniless traveler 
overnight and then, next morning, 
out of his pitying kindness gave 
the traveler six of the seven dol­ 
lars he had in cash. The next night 
the befriended and yet ungrate­ 
ful traveler returned tp the farm ­ 
er’s home and stole the other dol­ 
lar. 
What an ungrateful man, you 
say, but not to be compared to 
those people who, 
having 
been 
given six days in which to work, 
to play, to seek recreation, also 
take the other day—the day which 
God set aside for worship, for rest 
in mind, body and soul—and refuse 
to observe it as God, who gave it, 
intended it to be observed. 
Absalom, the son of King David, 
had everything a prince of the 
Kingdom could have and all that 
he needed to have. 
His 
kindly 
father had lavished upon him his 
love and care and had m et his 
every need. But Absalom was so 
ungrateful for all the blessings he 
had received from his doting father 
that he rebelled 
against 
King 
David, fought in battle against him, 
made him flee from his capital 


ties showered upon them. 
We must not forget that our rel­ 
atives, our neighbors and some­ 
times even our enemies are making 
it possible for us to live and enjoy 
living. It is our duty to be grateful 
to them as well as to God. 
And shall not those of us who 
have received most be most grate­ 
ful? Or shall we be like the nine 
lepers who failed to give thanks for 
their cleansing, and permit those 
least expected to gain the highest 
place in glory, reserved for those 
who are grateful? 
The blessings we enjoy are but 
the evidence of God’s great love 
for us. It is our duty to show an 
ungrateful world the 
source of 
God s blessings, to warn against 
the sin of ingratitude and the trag­ 
edy of taking things for granted. 
God needs us to bear witness to 
his goodness. That is one of the 
Christian’s missions here on earth. 
By his life and teachings Jesus em­ 
phasized the fact that “It is good 
to give thanks unto the Lord.”

It is willing to rest Its faith on the simple statements 
of the Bible because it believes the Good Book when it 
says, “All Scripture is given by inspiration of God.” It be­ 
lieves the Bible, because it accepts the Bible as God's Word.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Sen­ 
ator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. (D- 
Mo) called on Congress today 
to investigate the country’s giant

anti-trust laws and the Corrupt

laws) are adequate to protect the 
people against a powerful price 
fixing monopoly working in poli­ 
tic* through both m ajor parties. 
The Senator assailed the bill to 
amend the natural gas act of 19- 
38, as a bill to protect monopoly 
pricing of oil as well as gas, and

which make life possible. 
This lesson is, by inference, a 
protest against the common and 
yet terrible sin of ingratitude. It 
costs nothing to be grateful, to say 
thank you. and yet how prevalent 
is the habit—yes, the sin—of refus­ 
ing or failing to do so. 
Perhaps you have heard about 
the kindly farm er who kept the 
unknown 
and 
penniless 
traveler 
overnight and then, next morning, 
out of his pitying kindness gave 
the traveler six of the seven dol­ 
lars he had in cash. The next night 
the befriended and yet ungrate­ 
ful traveler returned to the farm ­ 
er’s home and stole the other dol­ 
lar. 
What an ungrateful man, you 
say, but not to be compared to 
those people who, 
having 
been 
given six days in which to work, 
to play, to seek recreation, also 
take the other day—the day which 
God set aside for worship, for rest 
in mind, body and soul—and refuse 
to observe it as God, who gave it, 
intended it to be observed. 
Absalom, the son of King David, 
had everything a prince of the 
Kingdom could have and all that 
he needed to have. 
His 
kindly 
father had lavished upon him his 
love and care and had met his 
every need. But Absalom was so 
ungrateful for all the blessings he 
had received from his doting father 
that 
he rebelled 
against
